CAUSE $13,000 LOSS

An explesion and fire in the 
Morganstern Garment Co., on the 
sixth floor of a loft building on 


the northwest corner of Washing- 
ton avenue and Ninth street, at 
6:45 o'clock p. m. yesterday, 
caused damage estimated by fire- 
men at $13,000 and littered the 
streets and nearby parked auto- 
mobiles with broken glass. 

Although firemen did not deter- 
mine the cause of the explosion, 
it occurred near several gas press- 
ing irons. The noise was heard for 
several blocks and attracted a 
crowd of several hundred persons, 

Fire broke out in three places 
in the garment factory, but was 
extinguished quickly. Water, how- 
ever, damaged the stock of fac- 
tories on two floors below, and the 
windows were shattered in the ad- 
joining factory of the Braun Gar- 
ment Co. 

Damage to the Morganstern 
stock is estimated at $4000; to the 
building, $2000; to the Wax Bros. 
dréss factory on the floor below, 
$5000, and to the M. M. hn cur- 
tain Manufacturing Co., on the 
fourth floor, $2000. 

No one was in the building when 
the explosion occurred and none 
of several passersby on Ninth street 
and Lucas avenue was injured by 
the falling glass from the shat- 
Glass covered the 
tops of about 16 automobiles 
parked near the building. 

The force of the explosion broke 
a window in the Klyman Clothing 
Co., 626 Ninth street, setting off a 
burglar alarm.

GUNMAN TAKEN OFF 
TRAIN IN YARDS 


Spirited Away With Fleet of 
Squad Cars About Him— 


to Find Him.

vestigators tonight intimated that 
Frank Foster, reputed to have 
been the owner of the revolver 
which killed Albert J. Lingle, Chi- 
cago Tribune reporter, had given 
valuable information to solve the 
mystery surrounding the ‘newspa- 
per man’s death. 

But what Foster told the author- 
ities, if anything, was as much a 
mystery to the general public as 
was the killing of Lingle itself. 
Foster was taken back to Chicago 
on a train which made an un- 
scheduled stop in the South Side 
yards. Twenty detectives swarmed 
about him, a fleet of squad cars 
sped away, and Foster, said by 
police to be one of the keys in 
the Lingle killing, had disappeared 
for the day. 

A court stenographer § received 
an emergency call. and hastened 
away. The reporters guessed that 
Foster was talking. 

“Well, the case is all cleared 
up,” an attache of the State’s At- 
torney’s staff remarked as he 
emerged from headquarters. And 
the reporters guessed that Foster 
had talked. The gangster was re- 
turned from California under in- 
dictment for the murder of Lingle, 
but not accused of being the actual 
slayer. The Prosecutor hoped to 
learn from him the last owner of 
the revolver found beside the re- 
porter’s body. Foster had once 
owned it, he admitted, but he has 
said the police took it from him 
long ago. 

Detectives, prosecutors and spe- 
cial investigators threw reporters 
off their trail. Comment was re- 
fused and the place where Foster 
was taken for questioning could 
not be learned. An attorney an- 
nounced that he had been retained 
for Foster and would demand that 
he be placed in the county jail to 
await the trial for which his in- 
dictment called. But Foster could 
not be found. 

His wife, returning on the same 
train from California, had left it 
at Joliet. 

Action was begun to free Tommy 
Abbottini, alias Abbott, but the 
Court decided the police could 
keep him in custody until Monday 
morning. Abbottini was captured 
by detectives after an automobile 
chase that ended at his home, his 
automobile being identified as the 
one used by the gangsters who 
fired a fusillade at Jack Zuta, re- 
puted Capone vice and beer man- 
ager, and killed a State street trol- 
ley motorman. Mrs. Abbottini 
was also arrested. 


60 PERSONS INJURED WHEN 
TRAIN STRIKES AUTOMOBILE 


Driver of Car Thought to Have 
Been Killed in Accident at 
South Elizatteth, N. J. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., July 13.— 
One person is thought to have 
been killed and at least 60 were 
injured, six seriously, tonight when 
a Pennsylvania Railroad express 
train crashed into an automobile 
at the De Hart Place crossing) 
South Elizabeth. 

The engine and three coaches of 
the train, bound from Philadelphia 
to New York, left the rails and 
rolled down an embankment. Fire- 
men, police and volunteers helped 
the injured from the wreckage, a 
part of which burst into flames. 

Fifty-eight persons were taken 
to Elizabeth hospitals. A number 
of those taken from the wrecka 
were treated by physicians in

GRAND JURY 10 BE 
RECALLED 10 TAKE 
UP KIDNAPING CASE 


St. Clair County Body to 
Hear Evidence July 28 on 
Abduction for Ransom of 
Sam Scorfina. 


PROSECUTOR WANTS 
PROMPT ACTION 


Lindauer Says He Wishes if 
Possible to Place Three 
Men Accused on Trial 
Next Month. 


The April grand jury in St. Clair 
County, which had been adjourned, 
will be reconvened July 28 to hear 
evidence in the kidnaping of Sam 
Scorfina, Carr street grocer. Scor- 
fina escaped last Wednesday night 
from a group of. men who held 
him prisoner. His statements to 
Assistant State’s Attorney Lindauer 
at Belleville, Friday, resulted, in 
the issuance of warrants charging 
kidnaping for ransom, against 
three St. Louis Italians. 

Lindauer made announcement 
concerning the grand jury when he 
returned to Belleville last night 
from Lebanon, Ill., where he had 
been in conference with Circuit 
Judge Henry G. Miller. 

“I believe in immedate action in 
cases of this kind,” he said, “and if 
possible, we will go to trial next 
month with the three men who are 
already in custody.” 

To Ask for Death Penalty. 

Lindauer indicated that other 
arrests might be made as a result 
of the gran jury investigation 
and repeated an earlier statement 
that he would demand the death 
penakty for the defendants. A re- 
cent amendment makes kidnaping 
for ransom a capital offense in IIli- 
nois. The minimum punishment is 
five years in prison. 

Those, named in the warrants, 
who are held at Police Headquar- 
ters pending extradition proceed- 
ings by Lindauer, are Sora Mantia, 
25 years old, 932 Bates street; Mike 
Lombardo, 22, 1017 North Eleventh 
street, and Baptista Bommarito, 22, 
717 Carr street. 

All have denied implication in 
Scorfina’s abduction and have said 
they will resist extradition, 

Lindauer, however, said he was 
confident that extradition would be 
granted and said: “After we get 
the men in our custody every ap- 
plication to have these defendants 
released on bail will be strenuously 
opposed. Nothing will be left un- 
done by this office to bring the 
men to trial as soon as possible.” 

Scorfina Kidnaping. 

Scorfina was kidnaped in East 
St. Louis, near the entrance to the 
Eads Bridge, last Saturday night, 
as he was on his way to the dog 
races at the Madison Kennel Club, 
with two companions. He was held 
without food or water, he has said, 
until he escaped from a farm 
house near Ste. Genevieve, Mo., 
when his captors fell asleep. 

Police have complained previous- 
ly after crimes - against Italians, 
that the persons of that nationality 
were prone to avoid asking police 
assistance, through fear of death. 
Scorfina, however, has disregarded 
the threats he received in captiv- 
ity, and has indicated by going to 
Belleville and applying for war- 
rants, his willingness to prosecute. 


BEGGAR OWNS HOME AND AUTO

WORLD TRADE OF U.S 
LOWEST IN SI YEAR 


June Figures on Exports and 
Imports Given by Commerce 
~ Department.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Inter- 
national trade of the United States 
during June declined to the lowest 
monthly level the country has ex- 
perienced in the last six years. 


Exports of American. go0ds 
amounted to $299,000.000, the 
Commerce Department estimated 
today, which was a_ figure less 
than that of any month since July, 
1924, when the country’s exports 
amounted to $276,600,000. 

Imports for last month were 
$250,000,000, which is lower than 
those recorded since January 
1922, when they amounted to $217-, 
000,000. Imports and exports for 
June were each $100,000,000 be- 
low those for the same month last 
year. 

Gold imports for June amounted 
to $13,938,000, offset by exports of 
$26,000, leaving the net gain to 
the country for the month $13,- 
912,000. The total net gain of gold 
for the first six months of 1930 
was fixed by the report at $222,- 
536,000. Silver exports for June, 
registered during a month when 
prices'of that metal were the low- 
est record in modern history, 
amounted to $3,336,000, as com- 
pared with imports of $2,707,000. 


$3,640,311 TRUST GROWS T0 
$18,000,000 IN 13 YEARS 


Meantime J. D. Rockefeller’s 
Daughter Has Received $6,600,- 
000 Income From It,

NEW YORK, July 19.—A re- 
port filed in Supreme Court today 
disclosed that the $3,640,311 trust 
fund established by John D. Rocke- 
feller in 1917 for his daughter, Mrs. 
Alta Rockefeller Prentice, has a 
present market value of $18,262,- 
937. 

The report, filéd by Sidney C. 
Crane, said also that Mrs. Prentice 
had received $6,693,320 
from the fund, . 

The trust consisted of 356,350 
shares of stock in the Standard Oil 
Co. of Indiana, quoted at 51% to- 
day on the New. York Curb Ex- 
change. The increase was due in 
large measure to stock dividends.

Harry S. Black, Head of Firm 
Which Owns Savoy-Plaza, 
Found Fatally Shot.

Black, chairman of the board of

NAVAL PACT 


Amendments to Treaty Text

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The 
filibuster against ratification of 
the London naval treaty having 
virtually worn itself out, leaders on 
both sides tonight predicted a final 
vote early next week, possibly on 
Monday. Unless some last-minute 
complication . should arise, the 
treaty will be ratified by a sub- 
stantial margin over the necessary 
two-thirds majority. According to 
a final check-up by Majority Lead- 
er Watson, there will be only il 
votes against it. 

When it became evident this aft- 
ernoon that the Johnson band of

much longer, proponents of the 
treaty abandoned their intention of 
forcing another night session and 
brought about a recess until Mon- 
day at 11 a, m. 

The Two Amendments Squelched. 

Two amendments to the treaty 
were offered. during the formal 
reading of the document and were 
squelched without a record vote. 
Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, 
sought to modify the so-called 
“escape” clause in a manner to 
permit the United States to build 
eight-inch gun cruisers if Great 
Britain or Japan should invoke the 
clause to add to its tonnage in 
the six-inch gun cruiser category. 
The treaty provides that new con- 
struction to match an increase by a 
treaty signatory must be confined 
to the category in which the in- 
crease ig made. 

Reed, (Rep.), Pennsylvania, ex- 
plaining the escape clause, pointed 
out that it was made necessary by 
the failure to brihg Italy and 
France into the tonnage limitation 
agreement.

LOSS PUT AS HIGH 
AS $50,000,000 


In Korea, Which Is Still Suf- 
fering From Devastating 
Floods, Heavy Shipping 
Loss Is Reported.

TOKIO, July 19.—Still receiving 


reports of loss of life and injury 
and property damage, as faltering 
communication lines are restored, 
Japan and Korea today set about 


rehabilitating its regions swept 
yesterday by the worst typhoon in 
a generation. 

The storm swept over the Loo 
Choo Islands, Kiushiu Island, 
across the inland sea from the 
main island of Japan and _ into 
Korea at a velocity reaching 100 
miles an hour. 

Sixty-five persons were killed 
Kiushiu. Thirty-seven of these 
on Kiushiu. The number reported 
injured in Japan has reached 254, 
and more than 20 are missing. It 
was estimated by officials 10,696 
houses were destroyed and 31,311 
damaged. Japanese houses as a 
rule are of flimsy construction 
compared with Western residences. 

Estimates of the damage run as 
high as 100,000,000 yen ($50,000,- 
000). This includes damage to 
shipping. The cities of Kagoshima 
and Nagasaki reported $9,500,000 
and $10,000,000 damage respect- 
ively. 

In Korea three provinces bore 
the brunt of the typhoon. These 
are Keishonando, Keishohokudo 
and Chuseihokudo. Fusan dis- 
patches said five were dead, 14 in- 
jured and 85 houses destroyed 
there and many casualties inland. 
Fifty-five boats.were sunk and 168 
houses damaged at Fusan. 

Korea still was suffering from 
recent floods in which 258 persons 
were killed, 252 are missing and 
thought to be dead; 155 were in- 
jured and 5400 houses were de- 


straped. i

The student, Dennis Hubert, was 
killed June 15, on the playground 
of a Negro school, after a group of 
white men accused him of having 
insulted a white woman. The So- 
licitor-General’s office says it had 
evidence that Hubert was ignorant 
of the accusation. Six men, J. C. 
Gravin, Tom Betryman, T. F. Mar- 
tin, Aubrey Sikes, Murray W. 
Harmon and R. H. Evans are in 
jail charged with the slaying. Fat” 
Wilson is at liberty under the same 
charges. The trial will open Tues- 
day before Judge Earl Camp. 

Since the arrest of the white men 
the house of the student’s father, 
the Rev. G. J. Hubert, has been 
assaulted, also the sisters’ chapel 
at Speilman College has been 
stoned and a meeting in a Negro 
church to raise funds for the 
prosecution was disturbed.

Circuit Attorney Expects to 
Have Ex-Convict’s Bond 
Continued. 


Henry Bostelman, former convict, 
the first person arrested on definite 
suspicion of having had part in the 
$1,000,000 safe deposit vault rob- 
bery at the Grand National Bank, 
May 25, will appear in Judge But- 
ler’s division of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction tomorrow on his 
$20,000 bond. 

He was arrested, as has been 
told, after his attempt a week ago 
yesterday to deposit $2500, of which 
$1080 was in gold and $1420 in 
paper money, in the Hamilton 
State Bank. One of the gold pieces, 
a $2.50 coin of date 1851, and five 
$2 bills, have been identified by 
tellers of the Grand National Bank 
as having been in the bank be- 
fore the robbery. 

Because possession alone is not 
sufficient evidence for conviction 
under such circumstances, the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s investigators, and 
city detectives, are trying to ob- 
tain further evidence as to Bostel- 
man’s movements and associates. 
The Circuit Attorney intends to 
have his bond continued for 30 
days, on his appearance tomorrow. 
Bostelman was arrested in May, 
1927, as a suspect in the murder 
of Clifford Hicks, lawyer, who was 
shot to death, and his body thrown 
into a ditch beside a lonely St. 
Louis County road. The case is 
still unsolved. 

Bostelman’s arrest, in the Hicks 
case, was connected with that of 
William Davis, also a former con- 
vict. Bostelman and Davis were 
questioned for days as to their re- 
lationship with Hicks, or with per- 
sons who might have sought his 
death. 

Davis, in August, 1928, was 
trapped and killed by city police 
and county officers in the act of 
extorting money from Philip Crac- 
chiolo, a county saloonkeeper. 
Cracchiolo, a few weeks later, was 
killed on a county road, presum- 
ably in retaliation for the killing 
of Davis. 

Bostelman was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment in 1921, on 
his plea of guilty to a part in the 


theft of $60,000 worth of furs 
from downtown stores. He 
was sent to Boonville Reform- 


atory, because the penitentiary was 
overcrowded, and was released 
after a time on parole, but the 
parole was revoked after he had 
been arrested several times in 
company with known criminals.

Methods So They Can Ap- 
ply Them in Russia. 


By the Assotiated Press, 

DETROIT, Mich., July 19. — As 
part of the comiprehensive plan of 
the Soviet Government to increase 
industrial, mining, 
chemical productivity, 144 Russian 
engineers and workers are learning 
American mass production methods 
in. the River Rouge plant of the 
Ford Motor Co. Among them is 
one woman, a metallurgist, interest- 
ed in the heat treatment of steel. 
Along with men employes she is 
working in the Ford steel mills. 

The agreement between Ford in- 
terests and the Soviet Government 
provides for the intensive training 
of Russian engineers and workers 
in practically all departments of 
the company. As soon as they 
have completed their studies they 

1 return to Russia and their 
places here will be taken by oth- 
ers. Fourteen who came here with 
the first group in July a year ago 
already have returned and 10 of 
the 144 now here will return this 
month. Eventually 500 Russians 
will have spent an average of not 
less than six months each in the 
plant. 

Part of the great industrializa- 
tion plan of the Soviets is the 
erection by the Government of the 
autostroy plant. near Nijni Nov- 
gorod, on the Volga River. 5. 
Bondarchik, head of the group of 
Russians now here, said today that 
the production of automobile parts 
should be well under way in the 
autostroy plant by the end of next 
year. 

When completed the autostroy 
plant will have a capacity of 140,- 
000 cars annually and it will be so 
designed that production can be 
extended to 300,000 cars annually. 

“The Russian engineers and 
technicians who are here are em- 
ployes of autostroy, which, trans- 
lated, means automobile builders,” 
said Bondarchik. “Howevef, there 
are some from the other Soviet 
trusts, such as electricians, textile 
engineérs, rubber experts and so 
on. Each man is engaged in the 
studies relating to his own work 
and when he completes them he 
returns to Russia.” 

Bondarchik said 9000 persons 
are being employed in the building 
of the main plant at Nijni Novgo- 
rod and the community to accom- 
miodate those who will work it. 
Production will be undertaken a 
little at a time as the plant pro-

G. O. P. Leader in State Senate 
Urges Gov. Roosevelt to 
Investigate City’s Affairs. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., July 19.—Sen- 
ator John Knight of Arcade, ma- 
jority leader of the State Senate, 
in a formal statement tonight, told 
Gov. Roosevelt that in view of 
recent scandals, an investigation 
into New York City’s government 
was imperative. He said that only 
the State could investigate proper- 
ly. That the Republican-controlled 
Legislature would do everything it 
could to assist the inquiry, and 
that all that was lacking was a 
call from the Governor for an ex- 
tra session to enact the legisla- 
tion necessary for the investiga- 
tion. 

In his statement, given by tele- 
phone from his home, Knight said 
that the Board of Standards and 
Appeals of New York City “has 
been brought under the gravest 
suspicion as a source of graft here- 
tofore unequalled.” 

“The chairman of the board,” he 
said, “has been indicted in both 
Fedéral and State courts; the lead- 
ing practitioner before the board, 
Dr. William F. Doyle, is under in- 
dictment and under sentence for 
contempt and has been shown to 
have received at least $2,000,000 in 
fees during the last two years; and 
these fees he admits~he has split 
with others. | 

“It has been shown that leases 
of city piers have been bartered to 
non-American steamship lines: for 
huge fees under circumstances that 
indicate corruption in public of- 
fice. County Judge Vause,_ the 
recipient of these fees, is also un- 
der indictment for using the mails 
to defraud; City Magistrate Ewald 
has been forced to resign after his 
indictment for conspiracy and for 
using the mails to defraud in a 
stock-selling scheme; and docu- 
mentary evidence has been pro- 
duced to indicate this same Magis- 
trate dispensed favors from the 
bench at the behest of high city 
officials and Tammany politicians. 

“These amazing di@closures have 
been made by the Federal attorney 
acting under the very limited au- 
thority he has under the Federal 
law.

Only the Sewer Question 
Will Bring Out the Elec- 
torate to Political Meet- 
ings on Hot Nights. 


TAXPAYERS’ LEAGUE 
IMPORTANT FACTOR 


Renewed Activity of Fred 
Essen, Former Republi- 
can Boss, Causes Com- 
ment—167 Have Filed. 


With the St. Louis County pri- 
mary election scarcely two weeks 
away, candidates for the 57 offices 
to be filled are making strenuous 
efforts to arouse the lagging inter- 
est of voters in a campaign which, 
with one exception, offers no stir- 


ring issues. 

Voters will select, at the primary 
Aug. 5, candidates on the two ma- 
jor tickets for nomination for 14 
county offices and 43 township of- 
fices. There are 167 candidates. 
County officials to be chosen at the 
general next November from candi- 
dates named at the primary in- 
clude two Circuit Judges, three 
State Representatives, Probate 
Judge, three Judges of the County 
Court, Prosecuting Attorney, 
County Clerk, Circuit Clerk, Collec- 
tor and Recorder of Deeds. 

Lack of interest, while not un- 
usual in off-year elections is said 
to be more pronounced this year 
than fagymerly and is exemplified 
by the detrease in registration from 
82,057 in 1928 to 70,867 this year, 
as announced following an inter- 
mediate registration July 1 and a 
canvass of the last registration in 
1928. The decrease is chiefly due 
to failure of voters who have re- 
moved from one precinct to an- 
other to transfer their registration 
at the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fice in Clayton. 

Democrats Active. 

Numerous political meetings are 
being held nightly throughout the 
county, but candidates generally 
complain that the chief constitu- 
ents of the meetings are other can- 
didates. ~~ 

While interest in county politics 
generally centers on the Republican 
contests because of the superior 
strength of that party, members of 
the minority party have shown an 
increased interest, forming a 
“Democratic Organization Commit- 
tee,” and indorsing a group of 
Democratic candidates both for 
nomination and election. 

The one issue which has been 
successful in crowding halls, even 
in the warmest weather, is that 
of sewers. After a six-month cam- 
paign by the Taxpayers’ Protective 
Association, which seeks the repeal 
of the Ralph sewer law on grounds 
that it is oppressive, public inter- 
est is so alive on the matter that 
not a single candidate for office 
has announced in favor of the law. 
While eight sewer districts have 
been organized, two have tempo- 
rarily ceased operation pending 
legislative action. Meetings of the 
Taxpayers’ Association have been 
concentrated in districts still oper- 
ating and candidates for offices 
have been allowed to speak pro- 
vided their remarks are limited to 
their stand on the sewer question. 

Wurdeman Opposed. ° 

While the Ralph low opponents 
have consistently maintained their 
fight is strictly nonpolitical, pro- 
ponents point to the candidacy of 
Orla M, Hill, a leader of the 
“antis,” for Circuit Judge. Hill 
participates in programs of asso- 
ciation meetings, but does not 
mention his candidacy for office. 

The most important political 
stand taken by the association thus 
far has been a pronounced oppo- 
sition to the candidacy of former 
Circuit Judge G. A. Wurdeman for 
the Republican nomination for 
State Representative from) the sec- 
ond district. John E. Mooney, at- 
torney and president of the tax- 
payers’ group, said at a ‘recent 
meetin: “Wurdeman must be de- 
feated if the Ralph law is to be 
repealed in the Legislature. He 
has indicated that he favors the 
law by accepting appointment as 
an attorney for the Lemay ferry 
sewer district." Wurdeman’s op- 
ponents are Herman Barken, Uni- 
versity City attorney, and Sam lL. 
Miller of Maplewood, a former 
postoffice clerk. The Democratic 
candidate, ynopposed, is Ralph C. 
Lashly, son of Circuit Judge Ar- 
thur V. Lashly. The Mooney group 
has not as yet indicated a choice. 

Of the other candidates for the 
Legislature, the association has 
annonuced in favor of the Repub- 
lican incumbents, William wW.

The June production of automobiles 
totaled 335,475, the lowest output 
of any month this year except Jan- 
uary, when the total was 275,374. 
On the Juné total, 289,245 were 
passenger cars, 45,771 trucks and 
459 taxicabs. Canadian produc- 
tion last month totaled 15,090 of 
which 12,194 were passenger cars 
and 2896 trucks. 

Total production in the United 
States for the six months ending 
with June was 2,219,546 of which

019 trucks and 4521 taxicabs. 

Last year production for the six

MOVE TO ANNOUNCE 
DIVORCE ANNULMENT 


Ruler, Aboard Special Train 
‘Calls Meeting of Cabinet 
to Prepare the Official 
Decree.

BUCHAREST, July 19.—King 
Carol and Queen Helen of Rumania 
rode out to Curtea de Arges today 
to. a memorial service for King 
Ferdinand, Carol's father, and for 
the time being, at least, put away 
the marital troubles which had sep- 
arated them. 

Appearing for a journey togeth- 

the first time in public since 
Carol‘s return, the royal pair was 
thought by the populace, which had 
awaited such a gesture, to have 
composed the last of their differ- 
ences. 

Support was given to that opin- 
ion when, aboard the private train 
which took them with Queen Marie, 
Prince Nicholas and Princess Ile- 
ana and others to the ceremony. 
King Carol called a Cabinet meet- 
ing to. draft the legal formula an- 
nouncing annulment of her di- 
vorce. 

Friends of both had pressed them 
to settle their troubles and officials 
close to the King had emphasized 
that Mme. Magda Lupescu, com- 
panion of Carol's exile, would not 
come to Rumania to ar their 
marital happiness. 

Announcement of annullment of 
the divorce is generally expected 
by court circles on the return of 
the royal pair to Bucharest. 

The public hopes their marital 
problem will be officially settled 
in time for Helen to share the 
throne with Carol at the coming 
state coronation. 

It was announced tonight the 
King within a few days personally 
would broadcast a speech to the 
nation.

Marshfield to secure a deposit of | 
State funds, they also disapproved | 
$750,000 of other collateral which 
had been posted with State Treas- 
urer Brunk, an examination of rec- 


ords'here disclosed today. _ 
Sitting as the Board of Fund 
Commissioners, of which Brunk is 
a member, the Governor and the 
Attorney-General in January re- 
jected $300,000 of Pierre Chouteau 
bonds; $235,000 of bonds of drain- 
age districts in Southeast Missouri; 
$160,000 of bonds issued by Joint 
Stock Land Banks, and $150,000 of 
bonds of Federal Land Banks. : 
During the past week, the Pierre 
Chouteau bonds have been the cen- 
ter of a dispute betWeen Brunk 
and Shartel, each asserting that 
the other was responsible for their 
acceptance as collaterai although 
the bond issue represente® more 
than 50 per cent of the value sink 
property. a violation of the law | 
governing acceptable collateral. | 
Brunk said Shartel approved — 


bonds a year ago when they were 
issued and Shartel said he did not | 
know of their existence until the. 
Fund ne | 

The drainage strict bonds, 
specifically approved by law, were 
rejected because no active market | 
exists for them as a result of the 
failure of some districts to main- 
tain interest payments. During 
1929, Brunk encouraged banks to 
substitute other collateral for drain- | 
age bonds and did not accept drain- 
age bonds as additional collateral. 
In this way $260,000 of the bonds 
were weeded.out last year. 

The other bonds were rejected 
under the statute which provides 
that the Treasurer may accept as 
collateral only bonds of some unit 
of the Government and real estate 
notes secured by first mortgages on 
Missouri real estate, where the 
value of the property is double the 
amount of the loan. 

The land bank bonds were not 
issued as those of a unit of the 
Government, the commission held. 

About $500,000 of Plerre Chou- 
teau boffis, part of $650,000 issue 
secured by property valued by the 
promoters at $1,100,000, were sold 
last year to Missouri bankers by 
William H. Norwine, St. Louis bond 
salesman, who represented to his 
customers that they had been ap- 
proved by Gov. Caulfield, Shartel 
and Brunk. 

When the Marshfield bank failed 
last month, Brunk found he was 
still holding $100,000 of the bonds 
as part of collateral posted by the 
Marshfield bank to secure a State 
deposit of $153,000. 


CUBAN PRESIDENT REGULATES

Appoints Commission, One Member 
of Which Is Secretary 
of Agriculture.

HAVANA, July 19.-—President 
Machado today issued a decree reg- 
ulating the average price of cuban 
raw sugar fixed upon the basis of 
New York and London transactions 
and appointed a commission to 
govern sales. Eugenio Molinet, 
Secretary of Agriculture, a repre- 
sentative of the mill owners and 
another for the growers will com- 
prise the board. 

Consuls at New York and London 
will be instructed to employ spe- 
cialists to study conditions affect- 
ing the market. The Agriculture 
Department will be notified of all 
transactions within 24 hours. On 
the basis of data thus obtained 
daily’ prices will be issued f. o. b. 
Cuban ports. 

Prices will be determined on a 
basis of 96 degrees polarization, the 
unit being a bag of 325 net pounds. 

The Secretary of Agriculture will 
regulate prices for exportation at 
Matanzas, Cardenas, Cagua, Ciense 
fuegos and Manzanillo. Daily, fort- 
nightly and monthly averages will 
be published in the official gazette. 
The effect is intended to be an end ' 
of disagreements over sales and 
prices and creation of stability.

Gallant Fox’s remarkable record 
in races exclusively for 3-year-olds 
this year, has the turf world vio- 


lently wagging tongues. Some of 
the interested turf followers be- 
lieve that the Fox's record of win- 
ning six successive stakes and a 
total of around $260,000 in 60 days 
entitles him to a place in the Hall 
of Fame alongside of Man o’ War. 

Others voice the opinion that 
Gallant Fox is just a lucky horse in 
a lucky spot, much : ‘ter the man- 
ner of Morvich. unbeaten cham- 
pion 2-year-old of 1921 and win- 
ner of the 1922 Derby. 

Morvich was just a good consist- 
ent runner in a year of poor oppo- 
nents. To win the Derby he had 
only to beat Bet Mcsie and John 
Finn, and the world knows they 
were never heard of afterwards— 
not importantly. Nor was Morvich. 
He passed out of the picture then 
and there—the Derby was his last 
victory, if memory serves. 

Now comes Gallant Fox, a better 
horse than Morvich and a consist- 
ent winner in a year of weak 3- 
year-old opponents. The opposi- 
tion which ran over Gallant Fox 
as @ 2-year-o]d all fell by the way- 
side for one reason c. another and 
failed to stand up as 3-year-olds. 
Whichone, which was expected to 
prove another Man o’ War; Boo- 
jum and Flying Heels were the 
most important failures.

Supporters of Gallant Fox’s 
greatness contend that hig very 
consistency proves his merit; that 
he has done everything that has 
been asked of him.

Proving that after all you can't 
tell about baseball. On paper, the 
Senators don’t look so hot: Out 
there on the ball y,eeeo= ———- 
field they're the [Resa 
best ball club I’ve 
looked at all sum- 
mer—fighting to 
the finish and 
winning just be- 
cause they won't 
be licked. 

The thing that 
makes the Sena- 
tors a great ball 
club is balance, 
They haven’t any 
great outstanding 
stars. They € 
haven’t a man on Babe Ruth. 
their club whe can compare to 
Simmons or Cochrane. But they 
haven’t any weakness either, and 
when it comes to defensive ball 
(and that includes pitching and 
fielding) they’re in a class bv them- 
selves. I haven't seen the National 
League clubs in action much this 
year, but [I have followed them 
pretty closely through the sports 
pages and the records and it’s my 
opinion that the Senators, right 
now, have the best infield in base- 
ball. Certainly they’ve got the best 
one in the American League. 

Fighting Spirit Important. 

However, it isn’t so much their 
mechanical play that makes Wash- 
ington a real contender. It’s the 
fighting spirit back of their play. 
They believe in themselves. They 
think they’re the best in the busi- 
ness and they say so frankly. They 
don’t boast—they just admi* they’re 
good, and that’s the best spirit a 
ball club can have.

Bos- 
ton is one of the best baseball 
towns in the country if they have a 
winning club—and there are no 
more loyal supporters in the world 
than the boys and girls who sit up 
there in the Boston stands every 
day pulling for a home club vic- 
tory. I’ve been there and I know. 
And don’t overlook the fact that 
the Braves have a mighty smart 
manager handling them. Bill Mc- 
Kechnie isn’t one of. those hand- 
shaking loud talking fellows and 
being always in the background he 
hasn’t been properly appreciated. 
But he knows baseball and he 
knows how to handle men. Bill 
always reminds me of Miller Hug- 
gins the way he works. Hug, you 
know, never cared for the limelight 
either—and he was always ducking

No one to look 
at Connie would say that he was 
especially happy or terribly op- 
timistic about the chances of his 
ball club to repeat its success of 
last year. Yet, a talk with this 
gentleman of ministerial mien, will 
convince anyone that he is “sartain- 
sure” the A’s will be one of the 
contending teams in the October 
edition of the World Series.

St. Louis Placed Closer to Par- 


ity With Chicago, Com- | 


merce Chamber Says. 


Recent revision of ciass rates in 
‘the official classification territory, 
ordered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which would 
increase revenues of railroads more 
than $10,000,000, places St. Louis 
closer ti: parity with Chicago in 
the ma*ter of rates from and to 
Eastern points, according to a 


study the Chamber of Commerce | 


Traffic Byreau has completed of 


the commission’s order. The new 
rates are effective Nov. 1. 

Rates between the central terri- 
tory, including Chicago and St 
Louis, and the so-called trunk line 
territory have been made since 
the seventiés on what is known as 
the percentage system, using the 
New York-Chicago rates as the 
basis for computation of rates from 
all trunk line territory points to 
other cities in the western terri- 
tory, including S&t, Louis. The 
trunk line territory is genetally re- 
garded as that east of the west- 
ern terminus of Eastern trunk 
lines and includes such cities . as 
New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and Norfolk, , 

“Thus the St. Louis-New’. York 
rates are at present 117 per cent 
of the Chicago-New York rates,” 
the report states. “Under this sys- 
tem the first-class rate between 
Chicago and New York is $1.42 and

Under the new system, the report 
states, the New York-Chicago first- 
class rate will be $1.52, or an in- 
crease of 10 cents, while the St. 
Louis-Chicago rates will be $1.67, 
an increase of only 1 cent. 

“The differential in the Chicago- 
New York and St. Louis-New York 
rates will therefore be only 15 
cents instead of 24 cents, which it 
is at present, giving @ reduction 
in the differential of 9 cents,” the 
report points out. “Likewise, the 
differential in other classes haa. 
been reduced as follows: Second 
class, 21 cents to 13 cents; third 
class, 16 cents to 11 cents; fourth, 
11 cents to 8 cents; fifth, 9.5 cents 
to 5 cents, and sixth class, 8 cents 
to 4 cents. In addition the dif- 
ferential on Rule 25 has been re- 
duced from 17% cents to 11 cents.” 

The rate from Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Norfolk and 
points will be changed similarly. 

“Much of the tonnage in the ter- 
ritory moves in the carload classes 
+the fjfth and sixth classes,” the 
report states. “It has been shown 
that of the tonnage thus moving 
30.4 per cent is in the fifth class, 
16.5 per cent in the sixth.

With St. Louis’ advant- 
ages for distributing, including its 
closer proximity to consuming 
points, the new rate structure 
should be the means of changing 
the picture maferially in favor of 
St. Louis business firms.”’ 

Pointing out that St. Louis has 
been chafing under the old rates 


for many years, that is the old 117 | 
per cent basis, the report states | 


that in the first class rates St. 


Louis under the'new order will en- | 


joy rates 110 per cent of the Chi- 
cago-New York rates. 

The report also refers to 
wiping out of the so-called 
mile zone in I}inois or bridge arbi- 
traries as being a feature of the 
new order.

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FVE PLEAD GULTY 
GET PRISON TERMS 


Ten Years Each for Two Who 
Confessed Robbery With 
Deadly Weapon.

Five men were sentenced to 
penal institutions fer crimes to 
which they pleaded guilty in Cir- 
cuit Court last week. 

Two of them entered pleas to 
violations of the Henry law, rob- 
bery with a dangerous and deadly 
weapon, and got minimum punish- 
ment—10 years in the penitentiary. 
They were Richard C. Walker, 18, 
4467 Delmar boulevard, and Mor- 
ris Jones, 25, a Negro, 2338 Wash 
street. 

Walker made a confession to 
the police in which he named his 
brother and another man as par- 
ticipants in three holdups. The 
brother, Gus Walker, stood trial 
before a jury on May 14, last, and 
got a 30-year penitentiary sen- 
tence. The crime was the holdup 
of the Guaranty Motor Corpora- 
tion on Nov, 18. 1929. Two men 
entered the Guaranty Motor Cor- 
poration’s offices at 2936 Locust 
street with weapons drawn and 
compelled those in charge to part 
with over $600. 

Besides this, crime, Richard 
Walker entered pleas of guilty in 
the robbery of the Manchester 
Theater on Sept. 22, 1929, and to 
the robbery of a Standard Oj] fill- 
ing station. 

Morris Jones got his 10-year 
sentence for robbing Oliver Perry, 
2829 Olive street, as he was walk- 
ing on Eighteenth street, between 
Morgan and Lucas avenue, on 
June 22, last. A watch and chain 
valued at $12 was taken from 

Perry. 

Others who received penitentiary 
sentences on their pleas were: Si- 
mon Ross, 38, formerly of Chica- 
go, who prowled the home of Louis 
Vilton, 4442 Evans avenue, last 
May, taking a watch and chain, 
and James Johnson, who admitted 
a larceny from a dwelling house. 

Renzo Herzinger, charged with 
assault to kill, entered a plea to 
the assault without malice and was 
permitted to take a year in the 
city workhouse. .

Chinese pirates attack only 
coastal and river steamers, whose 
positions are usually known from 
hour to hour, so that coastal sta- 
tions picking up the signals can 
inform ships within range as to 
the attacked ship’s approximate 
position. Moreover, the continual 
radiation from the _ safe-locked 
broadcaster, which is a standard 
250-watt quenched-spark transmit- 
ter, makes radio direction-finding 
relatively easy.

The rush for maximum radio 
station power of 50,000 watts con- 
tinues, with KOA, Denver, Colo.; 
WHAS, Louisville, Ky., and KFRC, 
San Francisco, Cal., the latest ap- 
plicants. ) 

A recent ruling by the Federal 
Radio Commission fixes the num- 
ber of 50,000 watt stations in each 
zone at four, or a total of 20. 
Eight stations now use 650,000 
watts. KMOX, St. Louis, is to go 
on the air with that power late 
this month, probably on July 28. 
Six other stations have 60,000 watt 
permits. For the other five 60,- 


0900 watt licenses there are already 


23 applicants.

The 
third Zone. which takes in the 
Southern states, has only one 50,- 
000 watter—WFAA, Dallas, and 
50,000 watt permits for WOAI and 
WBAP. But WFAA and WBAP 
use the same channel, so there are 
two super-power vacancies in that 
zone. It would be a good bet that 
WSB, Atlanta... would get one of 
the two maxintum power licenses 
in the South if its owners pressed 
the matter. 

In the fourth Zone, WENR and 
KMOX are the only 50,000 watters. 
As WLS shares a channel with 
WENR, there are two 50,000 watt 
vacancies in this zone. 

The fifth Zone has two stations 
licensed to build 50,000 watt trans- 
mitters—KFI and KNX. As a mat- 
ter of program. possibilities, it 
woud be logical to license a San 
Francisco station to use that pow- 
er. As a matter of covering the 
Far West, the other two 50,000 
watters to which the fifth Zone is 
entitled might well be located in 
Denver, Col., and in either Seattle, 
Wash., or Portland, Ore.

Parks and Crosses’ 
Black, Current ard 
Jack’s Fork ~Rivers— 
Van Buren Is Destina- 
tion of First Leg of 
Journey, With Return 
to St. Louis Via Salem, 
Steelville and Cuba.

EW scenic beauties are con- 
N stantly being disclosed to the 

motorist in that section of the 
Big Springs country of the Ozarks 
through which the Current River 
and its grown-up little brother, the 
Jack’s Fork, pursue their pictur- 
esque courses. No matter how 
many trips are made into this part 
of Southern Missouri, where the 
State has set aside lands around 
the larger springs as public parks, 
and established a game preserve 
here and there, something differ- 
ent-will be found: Perhaps it will 
be hk hitherto unnoticed vista of 
forests and far-stretching hills, or 
it may be a new fishing stream, 
with more numérous and gamer 
bass, or goggled-eyed perch or per- 
haps trout. 

One may even discover the 
quaint simplicity of the natives— 
‘“hill-billies,’” some call them — 
in a newer and more interesting 
phase. It is hard to. scratch the 
surface of their indifference, but 
once in awhile they may be drawn 
into conversation: The other day 
it was the arid condition imperil- 
ing their crops and threatening the 
existence of their livestock that 
one man spoke of. 


Two-Day Motor Tour. 


A circle trip covering a little 
more than 400 miles and passing 
near or through four state parks, 
may be made from S8t. Louis in two 
days, or its descrip’ion may be used 
as a guide in choosing the itinerary 
of a motor vacation. Such a route 
passes through Ironton, Lesterville 
and Centerville to Van Buren, and 
back through Winona, Salem, 
Steelville and Cuba. 


United States Highways 61, 60 
and 66 form roughly the circum- 
ference of this circle; State Routes 
32, 21 and 19 fill in the outline, 
adding their individual attractions 
of rugged woodland landscapes. 

From this city U. 8S. 61 is fol- 
lowed to Flat River, Route 32 to 
Bismarck, a county road to Iron- 
ton, and Route 21 to Van Buren. 
No. 21, called the Kingshighway of 
the Ozarks, traverses a section of 
historic interest. At one place the 
old Buford farm, site of a Spanish 
grant, is within a short distance. 
This land was allotted to William 
and John Maxwell by the Spanish 
King, with the proviso that a mis- 
sion be established, wh‘ch was 
done. Surrounding this old settle- 
ment is an ancient grove of sugar 
maples. 

One passes the Tom Sauk W:)d; 
cat Mountains, rising to a makxi- 
mum of 1800 feet, the highest 
point in the Ozarks; then crosses 
the east fork of the Black River at 
Lesterville and, driving north on a 
country road for four miles, may 
visit the caves of the district, the 
East Ford “shut-ins” end the 
“devil’s toll-gate.” 

Cross Other Forks of Black. 


Highway 21 meanders on. across 
the middle fork of the Black and, 
finally, the west and last fork, at 
Centerville, Half a mile east of 
this town, is Reed’s Spring. Water 
gushing’ from the hillside provides 
the hydro-electric power for the 
community's lights and ice. 

Up the west fork from Center- 
yille are the old Klondike Spring 
and rainbow trout hatchery. There 
also is the town of Bunker, 1420 
feet above sea level and the. high- 
est in the hills. 

From Centerville, 21 winds 
southward through a setting of 
oaks and- pines, across Sinkin 
Creek to Ellington, Mountains 30 
miles distant may be _ glimpsed 
through the trees that fringe the 
highway. 

Deer Run State Park is _ four 
miles west of Ellington, with a 
deer and turkey refuge covering 
part Of its 6000 acres. On down 
21 until U. 8. 60 is reached, nine 
miles northeast, of Van Buren. 
Crossing the long bridge over the 
Current, and turning sharply to the 
left on the far side of the river, 
one takes the marked road to Big 
Spring State Park.

The principal roads are either concrete or gravel and those into 
the various state parks visited on the suggested trip may be, traveled 


Motor Car Tests 
In Safety Lanes 
Start Tomorrow 


| Automobile Club Sponsors 
Two Weeks’ Program of 
Free Inspection. 


With the view of making St. 
Louis streets more safe for pedcs- 
trians and motorists, the Automo- 
bile Club of Missouri will inaugu- 
rate two weeks of free testing of 
the mechanical parts of automo- 
biles tomorrow. Safety lanes have 
been established at 4300 North 
Kingshighway, 6000 South Kings- 
highway and Clayton road just 
west of Big Bend road. 

Brakes, headlights, horn, ,rear 
vigw mirror, windshield wiper, 
steering wheel play and wheel 
alignment will be checked every 
day except Saturday and Sunday 


from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. If a car 
passes these, tests, the owner will 
be given a ‘certificate sticker. 

If a car ie found defective the 
owner will be given a duplicate 
of the test card showing what ad- 
justments are necessary. After 
the repairs have been made the 
car may be tested again. . 

At the first stop. in the lane the 
motorist will be given a registra- 
tion card, with his name, the 
make of car, and space for the 
results of the tests. At the second 
station headlights will be tested 
both for focus and direction, to 
correct glaring of lights which me 
caused so many accidents. 

Horn, windshield wiper and rear 
view mirror will be checked at the 
third stop and at the next station 
the steering apparatus will be gone 
over. At Station No. 5 wheel align- 
ment will receive the attention of 
the inspectors. Incorrect align- 
ment causes the front wheel shim- 
my, wear on tires and the driving 
gear of the car. | 

At the sixth and final . stop, 
brakes will be tested by special 
equipment to show whether the 
pressure at ea 
is equalized. Faulty brake adjust- 
ment causes skidding, particularly 
on wet pavements. 

Co-operating in the safety pro- 
gram is the St. Louis Automobile 
Dealers’ Association and the in-_ 
spectors will be men of experience 
in each line. 

It is the first time the safety 
lane idea has been tried out in St. 
Louis, although similar programs 
have been successful in Washing- 
ton, Chicago, Detroit, Springfield.

New highway construction alone 
in the United States this year is 
expected to exceed the outlay for. 
that class of public works last year 
by more than $250,000,000, which 
will bring the total 1930 expendi- 
tures for roads and bridges con¢- 


‘structed by the Federal, state, 


municipal and other local govern- 
ments throughout the country close 
to $1,750,000,000, according to a 
survey just made public in Wash- 
ington by the Committee on Re- 
cent Economic ‘Changes in the 
President’s Conference on Unem- 
ployment. Among the many proj;- 
ects which were pushed ahead to 
offset business depression, high- 
way construction is likely to show 
the largest increases when final 
records for 1930 become available, 
the survey observes, 

Actual expenditures for the con- 
struction and maintenance of 
bridges and roads, not including 
various overheads and the cost of 
equipment and materials, the ‘sur- 
vey states, rose from $784,000,000 
in 1923 to more than $1,237,000.- 
000 in 1928, and the annual cost 
of maintenance alone is now rKap- 
idly approaching $500,000,000. 


40 Per Cent for Maintenance, 


Jt is pointed out in the survey 
that the cost of constructing and 
maintaining roads, streets and 
bridges in this country now 
amounts to about 40 per cent of 
the total expenditure on public 
works. ; 

The survey, begun. last July at 
the suggestion of President Hoover 
for the purpose of appraising pub- 
lic construction as a factor in busi- 
ness stability, was prepared by Dr. 
Léo Wollman, . statisticlan and 
economist, under the auspices of 
the National Bureau of Econom‘c 
Research with the assistance of the 
Department of Commerce. 
survey together with an interpre- 
tative report signed by the Com- 
mittee on Recent Economic 
Changes has been published by 
the National Bureau under the 
title “Planning and Control ‘of 
Public Works.” 

Federal Government expendi- 
tures on road building, includin’ 
Federal aid to states and forest 
roads, have averaged about $90,- 
000, 000 annually during recent 
years’ the survey notes. The ap- 
propriations for Federal highway 
construction for 1931, 1932 and 
1933 have been increased from 
$75,000,000 to $125,000,000 annual- 
ly. Last year the Federal Govern- 
ment spent $101,212,185 on roads, 
mostly in the form of aid to states. 
Federal aid appropriations are 
matched with State funds, the sur- 
vey explains.

In the new cars smoothness, 
_ease of handling, roadability and a 
noticeable decrease in the tendency 
to rock or sway are apparent. We 
drove over rough roads and around 
sharp curves last week and the 
sensation was unusual, 
Refinements in the four-speed 
transmission facilitate shifting. 
The shift lever moves but a short 
distance between the acceleration 
and driving positions, or third and 
high gear. In both of these gears 
the car runs smocthly and quietly, 
with but a flick of the wrist need- 
ed to shift. 


Smooth Riding Qualities. 


Better spring suspension and 
longer springs, with two-way hy- 
draulic shock absorbers, result in 
smooth riding qualities. Even in 
the back seat, little sway was noted 
when going around corners. The 
feeling of power and the quick re- 
sponse to the pressure on the ac- 
celerator impart confidence to the 
person at the wheel.

nearly $4,000,000,000, in that 


period, nearly $2,400,000,000 was 
derived from motor vehicle fees 
and the gasoline fax together, mo- 
tor vehicle fees providing about 
$1,265,280,000, and the gasoline 
tax about $691,000,000. Funds 
from the gasoline tax which totaled 
$15,872,884 in 1923 had risen to 
$234,163,826 in 1928, being the 
leading item of sources to meet 
highway construction costs in that 
year. Funds provided by the Fed- 
eral Government in the 1923-1928 
period were somewhat less than 
$500,000,000. 

For State highway and bridge 
building, road taxes in the same 
period provided $113,124,697: State 
appropriations, $194,067,624; bonds 
and notes, $647,750,000: transfers 
from local authorities, $459,811,442.

On International 


Pacific Highway 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 19.— 
Work on the International Pacific 
Highway is proceeding actively at 
both ends of the North American 
continent, according to the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California. 

Coincident with the recent blaz- 
ing of the trail from Hazelton, B. 
C., to the boundary line of Alaska 
comes word that the Government 
ls opening a field office in Pan- 
ama to co-operate with Central 
American countries in making sur- 
veys to determine the most desir- 
able route for this proposed long- 
est highway in the world. 

Not only are Canada, the United 
States, Mexico and the Central 
American countries at work on the 
huge project, but also the Argen- 
tine Republic. The Argentine Re- 
public has provided the initial ap- 
propriation for a road across the 
Andes from Buenos Aires to San- 
tiago, Chile. Santiago marks the 
southernmost point of the great 
highway that eventually will extend 
from Alaska along the Pacific 
Ocean down the west coast of 
South America into Chile.

Spring Once Went Dry. 

A few years ago Alley Spring 
suddenly went dry, remained so 
for about 12 hours, then resumed 
its flow. 

Between Eminence and Round 
Spring Park, where the Current 
River is seen and crossed for the 
last time, is one of the most pic- 
furesque automobile drives in Mis- 
souril.

MOSCOW, U. S. S. R., June 19. 
E Soviet Government discouragés casual 
travelers who want to sally into the 
Union, take a cursory look around and 
breeze out, disgruntled and disgusted with 
the. country and the communist system of 
Government. The 
reason is not that the 
Government fears 
that such visitors 
will see something 
the communisté do 
not want them to 
see, but rather that 
the ryisitors, accus- 
tomed to Western 
conveniences, will 
find present - day 
Russia a most un- 
comfortable place 
and will let the dis- — 
comforts prejudice 
them against the 
socialistic experi- 
ment. 


Pe rsons visiting 
the country on con- 
ducted tours escape 
many of the an- 
noyances besetting 


ors seeing the coun- 
try on their own, 
but even the Govy- 
ernment cannot: do 
the impossible and 
make touring in 
Russia as easy and as comfortable as travel- 
ing in the United States and Western Europ2. 

The trouble begins when one arrives in 
Moscow. Few porters meet the trains and 
those who do demand unreasonable pay to 
handle one’s luggage. After the visitor car- 
ries his own baggage outside the station, 
he finds no taxicabs, only a few dilapidated 
droshkies with apathetic drivers who do not 
seem to care whether they have a fare or 
not. Then. the fun begins. 

The first problem is to make the driver 
understand the name of the hotél and to ar 
rive at a price-for the trip. 
to bargain first,. otherwise the driver can 
charge whatever he wishes. The usual prac- 
tice is to offer a fourth or a third of what 
the driver demands and compromise on a 
half. This is done. by the old Curb Exchange 
system of bidding and offering by — finger 
signals. To bring down the price it is often 
necessary to walk away from the driver two 
or three times. 

Obtaining a room at a hotel is a much 
more difficult proposition. I had telegraphed 
from Germany for a room, and arrived at the 
Savoy Hotel eonfident. ~Ah, yes, said the 
manager, there was the telegram, but, un- 
fortunately all the rooms were taken. Per- 
haps a room “might be available tomorrow 
or the next day. Trips to. the Grand, the 
Metropole and the Europa, the three other 
hotels catering to foreigners, brought only 
vague promises that I might be able to ob- 
tain rooms the next day. 

But there was an ace in the hole, a strong 
letter from Senator Borah, who rates higher

letter, presented at the offices of the Society 
for Cultural Relations With Foreign Coun- 
tries, turned the trick.

From an hour’s to 
two hours’ notice is 
required for a bath, 
and unless one has 
brought toilet soap 
into Russia, one 
goes without. None 
can be bought. 

\For an American, the meals, obtainable 
only at the hotels are a shock. The unvary- 
ing breakfast is two boiled eggs, black bread, 
butter and tea. The menu for luncheon and 
dinner, day after day, offers eggs, chicken 
and “qgtiet. ” A “cutlet” in Russia is made 
with ground-up meat. Once or twice a week, 
stewed lamb or veal is.served. The break- 
fast costs about 75 cents; luncheon and din- 
ner, between $2 and $2.50. Wine, caviar 
and a salad, of sorts are obtainable at ex- 
orbitant prices.

Trouble-Over Train Tickets. 


' Hotel rooms and meals are much. better 
in Moscow than in the provinces. After 
waiting five hours for .a room in Smolensk, 
I was told that I could share a room with 
four Russians. At Vitebsk, White Russia, I 
obtained a room at once in a hotel that had 
just been opened. But at neither place could 
I get any food other than bread, tea, cheese 
and some hard ginger biscuits. Raw herring 
and a conglomerate salad were on sale but 
these require Russian training. 

The Russian’s utter disregard for time is 
likely to catch the American traveler unawares 
at the most unexpected places. Bureaucratic 
red tape is responsible for much of this. Con-

A foreigner’s passport is taken by hotel 
officials fot police identification. When he 
attempts to get it back preparatory to leaving 
Moscow he is informed by the hotel manage- 
ment that he must have an exit visa costing 
$12.50 and requiring three days to obtain.‘ 
By insistence the three teands can be short- 
ened to two. 

The foreigner then finds that railroad tick- 
ets are another source of. delay. The Govy- 
ernment has tried to ease the situation by 
establishing a downtown ticket office for for- 
eigners called “Intourists,’”’ but the employes 
are more remarkable for their ability to speak 
several languages than for their knowledge 
of time tables. At this bureau I met a 
famous New England editor, outwardly dan- 
gerously calm, but inwardly fuming over the 
fact that he had been promised tickets for 
three days and had just been able to get 
them. I thought I had been lucky im getting 


been arranged for me whereby I was expect- 
ed to make a connection with a train de- 
parting an hour before my train arrived. 

The clerk who drew up this arrangement 
calmly stated that it was up to a traveler 
to verify train connections before paying for 
thé tickets, and when I asked whether I 
could return the tickets, 1 was told that I 
could not. The employe suggested that I 
might be able to. hawk the tickets if I went 
to the station and looked for a buyer. The 
result of this mix-up cost 15 hours’ delay in a 
little provincial town.

Foreigners Under Suspicion. 

Many people in the States believe that the 
communists try to prevent visitors from see- 
ing things which might cause an unfavor- 
able reaction against the Government. 50 
far the only evidence of this I have met is 
the refusal of the Society for Cultural Rela- 
tions to arrange for me to visit a few chil- 
dren’s homes, such as I had inspected when 
with the American Relief Administration. 
The explanation given is that all of the chil- 
dren have been sent south to camps for the 
summer. 

This explanation, however, doesn't hold 
water, because I have visited some of these 
homes on my own and found that they are 
kept in fairly good condition, according to 
Russian standards. As far as I know I have 
not been trailed as I was at times in 1922 
and 1923, but the old order apparently holds 
g°od for the former intelligentsia... When I 
told old Russian friends that I was in Mos 
cow they were willing to meet me any place 
except my hotel.

Strangely enough an English speaking~vis- 
itor does not have a great deal of trouble 
with language in Russia if he knows a little 
German and can decipher the Russian alpha- 
bet.

WINNIPEG, Man., July 19. 
ROBABLY not since the American re 
public took form have its domestic poll- 
tics and legislation played so large a part 
P in the considerations of another nation as 
during the federal campaign now drawing to 
an animated close in the Dominion of Canada, 
Next week the Canadians will register their 
votes on issues that have been almost wholly 
thrust into the limelight by Washington legis- 
lation—the tariff. Economically, affairs in 
this dominion are vitally concerned with the 
tariff structure of the United States. Cana- 
da sells more of its products south of the 
line and buys more from the American peo- 
ple than elsewhere. It is a $1,000,000,000 
business the dominion does annually with the 
republic. 

New customs barriers erected by the United 
States resulted in abandonment of the histor- 
ic free trade policy of the Liberal party in 
favor of a high or higher tariffs, not, as the 
leaders of that party assert, in a spirit of re- 
prisal but of necessity, 


Forced Protectionists. 

As an illustration of the revolutionary 
change, alleged to be due to Washington's 
new tariff, that has been witnessed on this 
side, 33 of the 114 votes in the House 
of Commons at the last session for the Lib- 
eral protection budget, were contributed by 
men from the three prairie provinces who had 
been elected as free traders. Until this cam- 
paign the prairies of Canada have been a free 
trade stronghold and to be a protectionist 
there was to be an ecomonic heretic.

Ping and conflicting, and the net 
result of its adoption will be pro- 
found confusion.’ 

“The amendment does not com- 
Plicate governmental machinery. 
Most of the people of the county 
are now subject to a county, a city 
or village, a school district and a 
sewer district government. Under 
the new arrangement, they will 
be subject to a metropolitan gov- 
érnment, a city or village-govern- 
ment, a school district govern- 
ment—three instead of four gov- 
ernments. The sewer districts will. 
disappear. 

“It should be borne in mind that 
the creation of the greater city or 
metropolitan government is _ in 
many ways the same thing as 
putting St. Loyis back in the coun- 
ty. A general government for the 
whole area will perform, with St. 
Louis contributing to the cost, 
some duties such as those relating 
to highways, charities, health now 
performed by the county and some 
new functions like the parks and 
recreation.

The application is sent to Mos- 
cow with two pictures and the 
tourist trusts to luck that the visa 
will be waiting for him*in Berlin, 
London or Paris, whichever city 
he has stipulated in his applica- 
tion. 

If luck holds out, the tourist 
may find that the visa is ready 
when he appears at the Soviet 
Embassy, say in Berlin. Natural- 
ly he expects that it will be im- 
mediately affixed to his passport, 
but unfortunately that is not the 
Russian way.

Finally, after paying $12, the 
visitor gets his visa, and if he is 
wise he will go to the American 
Embassy in Berlin to have an of- 
ficial take note of the passport 
number. This precaution will 
save a lot of trouble if the pass- 
port is lost in Russia or Middje 
Europe. ; 

A Polish transit visa is also re- 
quired. It is obtained by filling 
out a form entirely in Polish and 
by waiting in a jammed room for 
more than an hour. 

Passports are taken up on the 
train both in Poland and Russia. 
This does not add to the traveler’s 
peace: of mind. Hotels in Russia 
and Poland also take a guest's 
passport before assigning a room. 
In Poland, however, it is returned 
when the guest announces that he 
wants to get a visa. In Russia the 
Government gets the necessary 
visas for the guests.

LABOR SITUATION 
GOOD FOR BUILDER, 
GUY STUDY FINDS 


Architect Says Men’ Are 
More Efficient — Those 
Who Have Work Are 
Content With Jobs. 


SIGNS OF COUNTRY 
BEING OVERBUILT 


Financing of Structures 
More Difficult Than Year 

' Ago — Prices on Decline 
Since Fall of 1928. 


» Guy Study, architect, of the firm 
ef Study & Farrar, in an inter- 
view given to the Post-Dispatch, 
yesterday gave his reasons for be- 
lieving that the present is an op- 


portune time for undertaking build- 
ing enterprises. 

Study, a close observer of em- 
ployment conditions, believes that 
investors should be encouraged to 
take advantage of conditions which 
have prevailed recently in the con- 
struction business. 

“There has not been a period for 
five years or more,” Study said, 
“that has been so favorable for 
legitimate building enterprise as 
the present. Except for public 
works, such as schools and city in- 
stitutions, there have been very few 
projects started within the last 10 
months. There can be no question 
that contractors. are exceedingly 
anxious for work, and that they are 
willing today to take work with a 
small profit. ‘This fact alone will 
reduce the cost of any building op- 
eration materially. 

“While labor has not taken a re- 
duction in wages, it is universally 
conceded that the men are far 
more efficient than they were a 
few years ago. We hear of some 
instances where labor is loafing on 
the job, due to the desire to string 
out their time and keep them- 
selves at work as long as possible. 
This, however, cannot be said about 
labor as a whole. There may be 
some individual cases where this is 
true, but such a condition cannot 
be attributed to labor in general. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
Labor is not foolish. Labor has 
become, in the last 10 months, 
quite as much disturbed over the 
general business prospects as has 
capital. The settling down move- 
ment that has rather rapidly taken 
place throughout the country has 
been felt by labor equally as much 
as anyone. 
its work far more sé¢riously than 
a few years ago. It realizes that 
if the country is going to maintain 


the high standards of wages during 


the present economic @Gepression, 
there can be no foolishness enter- 
tained. It is to be hoped that the 
present scale of labor prices can be 


maintained and there is little or 


no reason to assume that the pres- 
ent price will be reduced. 


Working Labor Content. 


“We know that the whole eco- 
nomic fabric of the nation

On the other hand, labor is too 
wise to demand any raise at this 
roment. Those of us who are 
continually coming into’ contact 
with Labor find a far more con- 
tented feeling amongst the work- 
men than was formerly the case. 
There is, in fact, to be scented a 
véry fine and almcst grateful feel- 
irg on the part of the mechanics 
in the building industry who ere 
employed today. 

“The factor of profit made by 
the manufacturer of goods and the 
employer of labor has always been 
and should be the most. elastic 
factor that enters into the cost of 
building. This factor of - profit. 
legitimate as it may be, when 
analyzed, is found to,be a very 
material percentage in the cost of 
building and in times of building 
depression it is logical and just 
that this factor of profit should 
stand the largest percentage of the 
adjustment. This means that the 
sub-contractor, for instance a 
painting contractor, while he will 
employ his painters at the same 
rate per day, he will be willing to 
take work at far less profit than 
in rush times. 

“The savings that labor can make

Prospective building throughout 
the United States during the first 
half of 1930, as revealed in offi- 
cial reports of building permits 
issued in 578 principal cities and 
towns, fell perceptibly behind the 
volume for the first six months of 
1929, according to 8S. W. Straus & 
Co, For the first half of 1930 
permits for buildings totaled $1,- 
039,037,914, a decrease of 49 per 
cent from the same period last 
year, when the total was $2,036,- 


334,562. June this year showed a 
loss of 33 per cent from June, 

Permits for the month to- 
taled $180,066,975, against $202,- 
231,771 in May, a loss of 11 per 
cent. 

The Straus index of building 
permits for the month of June was 
60.7, compared with an index. of 
59.6 for May. Although this would 
seem to indicate a slight increase 
over the preceding month, the in- 
crease is not as great as that called 


A for by the seasonal factors adjust- 


ed for trend. Taking account of 
these factors, the index shows that 
building permits for June were 
21.8 per cent below normal. Al- 
though this record is not as good 
as that for the preceding month, 
S. W. Straus & Co. points out that 
building permits in June were 
nearer to normal than in any other 
month except May during the cur- 
rent year. 

Regarding the general building 
situation, the company said: 

“These data again make clear 
the fact that throughout the coun- 
try generally sounder conditions 
for improved real estate are stead.

“With this gradual trend toward 
well-balanced conditions of supply 
and demand, the rental situation 
is, of course, improving in corre- 
sponding degree by reason of the 
removal of surplus space from the 
market, A better tone is thus be- 
ing imported to the entire real es- 
tate situation, particularly in the 
larger cities of the nation, 

“This does not mean necessarily 
that the present period of readjust- 
ment need be greatly prolonged. 
Following four years of very active 
building, the present cycle, In fact, 
began toward the end of 1925, 
since which time the trend of gen- 
eral building activities has been 
steadily downward.

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and jt is difficult for labor, even 
with our high wages, to accumulate 
a& surplus sufficient to tide over, 
in lean times. Labor, as a whole, 
cannot readily earn materially 
more than that which is sufficient 
to purchase the requirements of 
the average family and a few lux- 
uries, which we are all pleased to 
recognize today as practical neces- 
sities, such as telephones, radios, 
automobiles and many _ electricaf 
devices. As sO0on a8 @ man be- 
comes an employer of labor, he is 
able to accumulate something 
more than that which is sufficient 
to supply his mere needs and it is 
quite just, in a period of depression 
such’ as exists. at present, that the 
employer of Jabor should stand 
this loss. 
Material Profit Smaller: 

“Whether or not he is willing 
to do 80, is of little moment. The 
fact remains that today he is sus- 
taining this loss and only those 
who have created a reserve will be 
able to carry on in the future. In 
addition to the reduction of profit 
taken by the sub-contractor, there 
is today a marked reduction in the 
profit made on every type of man- 
ufactured building material such as 
steel, brick, lumber, hollow tile, 
cement, etc. The basic price of 
steel in 1929 was $1.90, Today it is 
$1.65. Brick which was $14.50 
is now $13. Cement is slightly 
lower than it was from 1925 to 
1929, but due to much _ public 
work, it is higher than it was last 
October. 

“The truth of the matter is that 
the country is probably somewhat 
over built and that it will take 
some time for it to catch up. The 
whole building industry along with 
all the other great industries of 
the nation has had a great shake- 
up and it is now going through the 
so called settling down process. 
How long this settling down pro- 
cess will take, no one can say. 
There are many indications that a 
spurt will be made again in the 
fall. Yet there is no real reason 
to assume that prices will be back 
by that time to what they were 
two years ago. It should be re- 
membered that prices go up much 
slower than they go down. “! 
“A few years ago, the extreme 
optimism that was universal 
throughout the land made it pos- 
sible for promoting schemes to be 
floated with ease. Financial houses 
were quite willing to loan almost 
any amount on new 0buildings. 
Many heretofore unknown com- 
panies sprang up almost over 
night with the statement that they 
had not made a bad loan in 20 
years or so. The gullible public 
readily purchasing these bonds, 
made it an easy undertaking to 
promote almost any building en- 
terprise, but only a comparatively 
short time was necessary to show 
that many of these loans were un- 
sound, and when coupled with the 
general depression, many such 
issues have failed, 

Financing More Difficult. 
“While it is a far different thing 
to finance a building today than 
it was three to five years ago, the 
few unfortunate experiences should 
not permanently prejudice the 
public against real estate loans, It 
is safe to say that far more money 
was lost through investment in 
legitimate, standard, industrial 
stocks in the last year than was 
lost through the investment of real 
estate bonds. A legitimately fi- 
nanced building, a building built 
to serve an actual need and pur- 
pose.is today and will always be a 
sound investment. However, just 
at the present time, it is a far more 
difficult thing to finance even legi- 
timate projects than it was a few 
years ago and this is due to the 
fact that the public find it diffi- 
cult to distinguish the good from 
the bad and hence there is a hesi- 
tancy in the purchase of bonds on 
even legitimate undertakings, 

“The error of the financial 
houses that floated these building 
bonds lay in the fact that they 
were too greatly interested in earn- 
ing & commission on the sale of 
their bonds, rather than in the 
care of their investment. Even the 
owners of these building projects 
built with the expectancy of sell- 
ing their project rather than hold- 
ing it as an investment. We know 
that when no chances are taken 
and when the community consid- 
ers only the most conservative 
and sound investments, that no 
great progress is ever made. Upon 
a whole, the country has probably 
permanently benefited by many of 
the over-promoted schemes, al- 
though, unfortunately, many of the 
origin&él investors may have sus- 
tained losses. 

“The next few years undoubted- 
edly will be a period of the happy 
medium. There will be many 
buildings promoted, but in most 
cases the element of extreme risk 
will have been eliminated. It would 
seem that building bonds offered 
to the public by legitimate finan- 
cial houses in the future will nat- 
urally be sounder investments than 
those offered a few years ago. 

Reductions in Rent. 

“Just what the percentage of re- 
duction in the rent of building to- 
day is a much debated question. 
The most optimistic, place this 
percentage at from 15 to 20 per 
cent, while the ultra conservative 
flace it at about 5 per cent. It is 
probably safe to assume, however, 
that the percentage of reduction is 
probably in the neighborhood of 8. 
per cent. If we check the cost of 
building materials, the reduction is 
scarcely 10 per cent. In the in- 
creased efficiency of labor, we have 
what constitutes a decrease in the 
cost of labor, though happily and 
most fortunately, it does not affect 
the laboring man’s purse. It would 
be difficult to estimate just what 
per cent this amounts to as a sav- 
ing On the cost of labor. Likewise, 
the contractor's profit, being an !1- 
tangible factor, we can merely 
guess what percentage is involved 
there. However, it would be safe

The smart-looking bungalow at 
the top of the page was once the 
lowly cottage shown, in the other 
picture. The sweeping roof lines 


and arched entrance reveal the 
spirit of today. 


The experiences of this owner are 
not unique. Hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of dwellings just as hopeless 
looking have been made up to the 
minute when modernized. 

The illustration of the house be- 
fore the owner called for remodel- 
ing advice shows a particularly for- 
lorn looking affair. It is a shoe box 
with windows, roof and a nonde- 
script set of additions trailing along 
behind. 

A touch of the magic wand of 
modernization and a new home 
came into being—na new hone based 
on the sturdy frame of the drab 
looking house of former days. 

Exterior Resurfaced. 

The plain clap-boarding of the 
older structure has been super- 
ceded by shingle sides which add 
so much to the homey intimate at- 
mosphere of this bungalow. Inci- 
dentally stained shingles, stucco, or 
brick. veneer are popular sidings 
for smal] houses and permit effec- 
tive color schemes, 

A broad opening filled with two 
sliding windows now occupies 
the front space. Quaintly paneled 
wooden shutters flank each window 
opening at the front. Shutters of 
this type are usually distinctive and 
aid in setting the house apart from 
its neighbors. 

Interior Also Modern. 

The interior of the house is as 
modern as its exterior. The vari- 
ous rooms of the bungalow have 
been made up-to-date and every 
convenience that will add to the 
comfort and pleasure of the oc- 
cupants is found. 

Like most old houses soft wood 
floors had been used in each room. 
These floors were relaid with hard- 
wood and waxed to bring out their 
rich effects. 

Electrical outlets are found in 
each room so that floor lamps can 
be used without cords reaching to 
the center cluster of hanging lights 
as was necessary before moderni- 
zation. The center cluster of lights 
has been made smartly up-to-date. 

A new heating plant in the base- 
ment, a modern appearing tub and 
shower in the bath, a colored gas 
range and electric refrigerator in 
the kitchen comprise a few of the 
touches of. modernization that 
came when the-old place was made 
up to date. 


BEAUTY IN ROOFS 


In Modernizing the Home, Do Not 
Overlook the Roof. 


Oftentimes the greatest need of 
an old house is a modern, up-to- 
date roof. 

Many old dwellings have patch- 
work roofs. An addition or the 
porch of one of these houses may 
have a roof that differs in every re- 
spect, coloring, material and de- 
sign, from the roof which covers 
the main building. 

This patchwork effect spoils the 
appearance of the residence. In 
this day when there is such a wide 
choice of roofing material the 
Property owner will experience 
small difficulty in planning a new 
roof which will harmonize with 
the style of architecture of the old 
house and add to the appearance of 
the building at the same time. 


Breaktast Nooks Make For 
Convenience and Comfort 


Formality of Using the Dining Room for 
Breakfast Avoided When a Home Is 
Equipped with a Breakfast Nook. 


One type of home modernization 
that appeals to the housewife, is 
the installation of a handy break- 
fast nook in the kitchen, or the 
conversion of an old-style, useless 
pantry into an up-to-date break- 
fast room. 

The convenience and enjoyment 
derived from the breakfast nook 
will make the home owner forget 
the nominal cost connected with 
its installation. 

In some of the newer types of 
breakfast rooms the table and 
seats are ready-to-install units. 
l'Some of these fold up into a sort 
of wall cabinet and are out of 
sight and out of the way when not 
in use. 

These ready to install kjtchen 
units include cabinets of several 
types, broom closets, fold up kitch- 
en tables and disappearing ironing 
boards. 

Many types of kitchen units 
come unfinished so that the house- 
wife may have them painted or 
enameled to harmonize with the 
color scheme of the kitchen. 

Another form of modernization 
that has @#pund favor with home 
owners is the conversion of a closet 
space into a handy lavatory or a 
second bathroom. 

These additional toilet facilities 
may be easily installed’in an old 


money. 

In many of the older type resi- 
dences, a useless closet under the 
stairway on the first floor, may, be 
made over into a convenient lava- 
tory. 

Larger closets which adjoin the 
master bedrooms may, in many 
cases, be converted into  bath- 
rooms or individual dressing rooms. 

Many Colonial houses have a 
large space on the second floor, 
just at the head of the stairway, 
which may be utilized for a bath- 
room. 

A third popular modernization 
suggestion is to make a sunroom 
or a sleeping porch out of the 
front or rear porch of the old 
home.

Promote Cleanliness and the 
Sanitary Condition of 
the Premises. 


Whether or not the home is real- 
ly modern depends in no small de- 
gree upon the method of garbage 
and waste disposal. No matter 
how beautiful it may be other- 
wise, just so long as the obnoxious 
garbage can is used, there will 
always be a spot out of harmony 


with the rest of the home, and a 
source of disease. 

For years housewives have put 
up with unhealthful, inconvenient 
garbage cans and waste recepta- 
cles. Both time and energy have 
been wasted on account of these 
age-old nuisances. Trips to the 
garbage can under any conditions 
are not pleasant. In bad weather, 
or at night they are even worse. 
The rubbish and trash pile in the 
basement, or other parts of the 
building, receives its offerings each 
day. These aceumulations are 
often a fertile breeding ground for 
disease germs and an ever-present 
fire and health hazard. 


The only thoroughly satisfactory 
method for disposal of garbage and 
waste is incineration or destruc- 
tion by burning. This method has 
reached an advanced stage of de- 
velopment in municipal plants, but 
with the exception of a number 
of stove arrangements, built to op- 
erate with gas or other fuel, and 
designed to consume garbage only, 
no successful attempt was ever 
made to solve the problem of the

A CONVENIENT APPLIANCE 


Heating System May Be Used to 
Cool Home in Summer, : 


In the hot summer months the 
air propeller unit of the heating 
plant may be used to rid rooms of 


stifling, stagnant air, making them 
cool and genuinely comfortable. 

Not that it creates greatly low- 
ered temperatures—the actual drop 
in temperature may be only two 
or three degrees—but it provides 
gentle movement of the air, simi- 
lar to that from a slowly moving 
fan, all through the house, and like 
the fan, has a cooling effect upon 
our bodies as it carries off excess 
bodily moisture. 

This air motion is especially 
soothing in sick rooms, and will 
prove a boon on hot, muggy nights.

NEW YORK, July 19. 
INCE Broadway, at the mo- 
ment, offers but lean material 
for the discussion about the 
great American theater, we'll open 
today’s sermon with a few -well 
chosen words about ‘“‘the road.” 

“The road?” you ask, wrinkling 
your pretty brows: “oh, mister, 
what is the road?”’ 

Because you're quite young, my 
child, you probably know little 
about the road. It was something 
that flourished long,. long befrcee 
your day. When first-class Broad- 
way companies went trouping out 
into the hinderland, bringing to all 
America flesh and blood drama, 
you were still in swaddling clothes 
and mama used to leave you home 
to cry yourself to sleep while she 
sneaked off to the Grand Opera 
House for an evening with Minnie 
Madern Fiske, Ethel Barrymore, 
James K. Hacketf. John Drew. 
Blanche Ring. DeWolfe Hopper, 
Otis Skinner, Kyrle Bellew, Dustin 
Farnum, Burr McIntosh and—but 
the list is almost endless. 

After you climbed out of the 
cradle and began going around at 
night, the road began to unravel, 
because a side-track over which 
New York producers routed second, 
third and fourth-rate companies, 
and, when firo«lly life fused into 
being on the silver screen. you 
said, “Thank the Lord for the 
movies. Now I won't have to go 
to those cheap New York shows 
any more,’

If New York producers 
can revive the road—as they are 
now promising to do — show 
business on Broadway will improve. 
When the road flourished a pro- 
ducer stood to win two fortunes on 
a show—one in _ York and the 
other on the froad If a show 
flopped in New York, he still hada 
chance to reclaim his investment 
and garner a profit by sending tke 
show trouping, for often the road 
liked a show that New  £=York 
scorned. But with the road gone 
the producer is carrying all his 
eggs in one basket and the label on 
that basket is “Broadway.” If the 
basket breaks, as it has been doing 
so often of late, he closes the show 
and sends it to the storehouse, kiss- 
ing his investment a sad goodbye. 
Veteran showmen along Broad- 
way, who gaze dim’, into a past 
once glamorous with the blazing of 
theater scenes from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, tell you, ““The road isn’t 
dead: it’s just sleeping. People 
aren’t tired of the theater outside 
of New York. They'll come back 
to it.’’ 
But how can they come back 
to a theater that doesn’t exist?

Well, in 
the first place, the league tempo- 
rized by permitting. “certain legiti- 
mate ticket agencies” to sell seats 
at 75 eents above the box office 
price. The managers who became 
members of the league posted 
bonds guaranteeing to do business 
only with the Iegitimate agencies, 
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Charles Purcell, who is here to sing his original role with the 
Municipal Opera production, 


agreeing to dole out certain stipu- 
lated allotments of tickets. 

Not long ago Flo Ziegfeld, who 
refused to join the league hecause 
it tolerated the ticket agencies, 
legitimate or otherwise, said the 
choice seats would be bootlegged to 
those saps who were willing to pay 
plenty. It turns out that Mr. Zieg- 
feld wasn’t talking through his 
whiskers; of which he hasn't any, 
anyway. 

Carroll’s *““Vanities” was the first 
show to open under the new league 
plan. Allotments of seats were dis- 
tributed among the legitimate 
agéncies to be gold at 75 cents 
above the box office price. And yet, 
boobs are paying as high as $25 
for two orchestra seats for the 
‘“Vanities,’’ which should sell in the 
agencies at $14.70. As a matter of 
fact, one spender laid down $250 
for two front row seats for the 
opening night. Why? The “‘illegiti- 
mate” agencies, knowing that the 
“Vanities” was a natural, have 
been buying tickets at the box of- 
fice and in the “legitimate” agen- 
cies paying the 75 cents boost and 
then selling these same tickets to 
the saps with plenty of dough for 
all they'll stand. In other words, 
there seems to be only one way to 
beat the scalper game here and 
that’s to restrict the sale of tickets 
to the box office. But then, again, 
that wouldn't work, because scalp- 
ers would buy their tickets at the 
box office and still ply their graft. 
So one comes to the inevitable con- 
clusion that the only way to over- 
come it is to make unlawful the 
sale of tickets except at the box 
office.

How One Drink Made a Comedian 
By Charles Purcell 


Mr. Purcell, one of the four members of “Maytime’s” orig- 
inal New York cast who appear in Municipal Opera's revival 
of that operetta, beginning tomorrow night in Forest Park, 
began his career as a barytone in hero roles, but from its 
very outset has been associated principally with comedy 


parts. Herein he tells why. 


T is the first drink—as any wet- 
| axinxins. dry-voting Congress- 

man might tell you—that leads 
you down, Down, DOWN. It was 
my first drink that made a come- 
dian out of me. I was very young. 
Only 17. And they sent me down 
from New York to New Orleans to 
sing the role of Bummerle in “The 
Chocolate Soldier.” Yes, I was to 
be a hero. The “My Hero’ of the 
musical version of Bernard Shaw’s 
play. 

The manager of the company 
laughed when he saw me. The 
company joined in. A laughing 
chorus. ‘They looked at me and 
they wouldn’t believe. A kid like 
that! There could only be—they 
were certain about this—just one 
logical reason for my being there. 
Some one wanted to provide me 
with a career, they thought. A 
career that would be short—and 
fatal. TI had just been permitted 
to go on to invite the swift and 
inevitable doom of failure. 

They were a good-natured 
bunch. ‘They laughed. And were 
willing fo help doom out. 

I made a few friends at the re- 
hearsal. Not in the company, 
mind you. Among the musicians 
_—for I had seriously studied mu- 
sic and-I could sing. And among 
the stagehands. I can tell you a 
secret about stagehands. Some of 
them pride themselves on being 
hard-boil¢d. They’re only acting. 
One of those stagehands in New 
Orléans was a hard-boiled guy— 
just to keep me from finding out 
he was as tender as a woman. 

I was standing in the wings ready 
to go on. He came over to mé., 
He could see that I was trembling. 
He could see that I was heart-sick 
over the way the show was starting 
off. “Here, Bud,” he said, “you 
take a snifter of this. It'll give 
you courage.” And he hauled a 
bottle out of his overalls. 

Never before had I taken a drink 
of liquor. Ugh, how it burned! 
And the darned stuff went to my 
head. I coula remember my lines, 
but I couldn’t remember just 
what meaning I thought was in 
them.

HERE'S a lot of 
T you know between what Bern- 
ard Shaw means and what @ 
kid of 17, who for the first time 
in his life is playing a leading role, 
thinks Bernard Shaw might mean. 

When I got on the stage I knew 
my cues. I could say my lines. 
But I was half in despair, and 
half ready for fate to do its worst 


difference, 


to me. And I had an all-gone 
feeling in every muscle of my 
body. 


In short I was Bummerle. For 
if you remember any really good 
RBummerle you have seen, when the 
Chocolate Soldier comes on in the 
first act he’s so weary that you 
scarcely know whether he’s tired 
or just drunk. I just couldn’t help 
being Bummerle. I didn’t know 
myself whether I was tired or just 
drunk. 


And I was a success.. I never 
afterward took a drink to play 
Bummerle, but I always played 


him like that, Even, last year, 
when ‘‘The Chocolate Soldier’ was 
revived in New York for a [12- 
weeks run and I was fhe Bum- 
merle, I played him with that 
same sort of feeling of an exhaus- 
tion that was almost drunken in 
its character. I had started out 
with a boyish idea ef playing the 
romantic hero, and that first drink 
—well you might say it sent me 
down, down, down—but I prefer 
comedy, myself. 

But it did do this. It started 
me out in a career of drunkeness. 
Stage drunkenness. Some one 
recommended me ito “the pictures.” 
You know what the films used to 
be. <An actor wouldn't look at 
them. No, sir! It 
him. Well, I was offered a job in 
two pictures. And of coyrse I re- 
fused.

WAS born and raised in Chat-

Thus, in time, there came to John 
Nicholas Brown the entire fortune of 
old John Carter Brown and the addi- 
tions it earned during a period of 
nearly 50 years. 

In connection with the title of ‘“‘The 
World’s Richest Baby,’’ there can be 
no questioning that his mother was in- 
directly responsible for the youth's be- 
ing saddled with this doubtful honor.

An Unpunctured Auto Tire gives the 
Clew in Kansas Murder Mystery

TOPEKA, Kansas. 
T WOULD have 
taken only two 
minutes more. Two 
minutes to carry 
out the final detail 
of a murder plot, 
and in all human 
probability the rec- 
ord would have 
been written, acci- 
dental death. Two minutes more and 
the respectability of two of the most

prominent households in this city 
would have been preserved, scandal 
humiliation would have been 


and 
averted. 

But Virgil Pointer, who swears that 
he committed the murder for his em- 
ployer, was excited, frightened. He 
forgot to take the final step, the 
step on which all the rest of the plot 
hinged. So a strange story comes to 
light and Louis H. Kimmel, president 
of the Kaw Packing Company, faces 
trial as an accomplice to the murder 
of the vice president and mainstay of 
his firm. 

Passing motorists found the body of 
Roy Kramer on the road beside his 
car. One wheel was on the jack and 
the tire was flat. It seemed an ob- 
vious case. Kramer, salesman and cat- 
tle buyer and a vice president of the 
Kaw company, had been fixing the tire 
when he was knocked down and killed 
by a hit-and-run driver. 

The theory that Kramer was killed 
by another motorist tentatively was ac- 
cepted, although the Coroner's investi- 
gation brought the report that even 
though it was possible that the fatal 
wound could have been caused by a 
motor car, it appeared to have been 
inflicted with a blunt implement—an 
iron bar or heavy timber. 

Although the spot where Kramer's 
body was found was just across the 
line in Jefferson County and out of 
his jurisdiction as Sheriff of Shawnee 
County, Sheriff Wayne Horning and 
his chief deputy, Everett T. Probasco, 
hurried from Topeka to investigate the 
death and arrived at the scene before 
the body was removed.

Prine ars it was Horning’'s train- 


tire on the left front wheel of the 
Kramer car. Discovering the dead 
man was a resident of Topeka, the 


youthful Sheriff was granted permis- 
sion to take the deflated tire to To- 
peka for inspection. 

Taking the flat tire to the county 
garage in Topeka, Sheriff Horning and 
Deputy Probasco were surprised to 
learn that it held air and apparently 
had been deflated merely as a blind 
to make good the impression the killer 
sought to leave—that a passing mo- 
torist killed Kramer as he was 
crouched with his back to the moving 
traffic, working at the tire lugs on 
the front wheel. 

Belleving that this apparent decoy 
was the best indication that the pack- 
ing company official was murdered, 
Sberiff Horning moved cautiously in 
his efforts to learn if Kramer had any 
enemies. 

At this point a fact came to light 
whieh, though it seemed unimportant 
at the tie, was later to play a part in 
the solution of the crime. It was dis-

covered that Kramer maintained a 
room in which he occasionally spent 
the night at the packing plant. It was 
a neatly-furnished bedroom, which. 
Kimmel said, the vice president occu- 
pled when returning from a business 
trip at such a late hour that he did not 
care to disturb his family. It was on 
the top floor of the packing plant. 


EXT Sheriff Horning learned 
N eo Kramer and Kimmel had 

quarreled shortly before the for- 
mer’s death. Mrs. Kramer, the widow, 
said she believed it had been a busi- 
ness quarrel. 

Following other leads afforded him 
through gossip, Sheriff Horning soon 
reached the conclusion that the slayer 
would be found at the packing plant. 
The arrest of Pointer followed when it 
was learned that the president of the 
company had made two payments on a 
motor car the employe was buying on 
the time-payment plan. 

Taking Pointer into custody, Sheriff 
Horning grilled him for almost two 
days, continuing the questioning even 
after the man confessed killing Kram- 
er and named Kimmel as a conspira- 
tor. The fact that Kimmel came from 
a rich farming family of Kansas, was 
socially prominent in Topeka and a 
recognized leader in business may have 
caused Horning to proceed with ex- 
treme caution. The Sheriff checked 
and re-ehecked Pointer’s story of beat- 
ing Kramer to death near the bedroom 
in the packing house and then trans- 
porting the body to the spot where it 
was found the next day. 

When J. Glenn Logan, County At- 
torney, assured the Sheriff the facts 
warranted charges against Kimmel. 
Mrs. Kramer was called in and she 
signed the complaint charging the 
president of the packing company with 
first-degree murder. 

And now still another person was 
drawn into the tangle. Questioning of 
Pointer and others disclosed that both 
Kramer and Kimmel had been inter-

Miss Vick contends that she is en- 
tirely innocent of any wrongdoing. 
She says that both men more or less 
forced their attentions on her. Kim 
mel was her employer. She could not 
afford to offend him. She is deeply 
distressed by the whole affair. 

The confession to the actual murder 
has met considerable fire from the 
Sheriff's office on the grounds that it 
would have been a mighty job for one 
man to overcome the six-foot Kramer 
and move the body to the spot where 
it was found. Pointer, however, has 
insisted that he acted alone. His 
description of the murder is as fol- 
lows: 

Knowing that Kramer was due to

T. LOUIS caught 
up with Earl Reed, 
gunman, the other 
day, through the 
co-operation of the 
State of Idaho and 


the U. 3S. Govern- 
ment. St. Louis 
has been wanting 


Reed badly for a 
year. It dDelieves he murdered one of 
its veteran policemen. 

Two men entered a cigar store at 
3908 South Broadway on the after- 
noon of June 25, 1929, and held up 
the proprietor. Patrolman William 
McCormack, who was in a rear room 
with the door between open, was sur- 
prised and shot to death by one of the 
robbers. 

A few days later a woman became 
talkative in a “‘beer flat’ and let ont 
information which reached the police. 
Eugene E. Ware, William P. Maleney 
and Joseph Daher were arrested. Ware 
admitted he was one of the pair who 
entered the store. Maloney said he 
remained outside in the automobile in 
which they escaped. Daher said he 
drove the group to the scene of the 
holdup, but deserted when he discov- 
ered what their mission was. All three 
are now serving life terms in the pen- 
itentiary at Jefferson City. Ware and 
Maloney, who pleaded guilty, #aid Ear! 
Reed was the man with Ware in the 
store and the one who killed the po- 
liceman. 

Reed got away from St. Louis and 
the records of his case accumulated 
dust as the months passed. 

Then a man robbed a bank in Ida- 
ho, was arrested, convicted and sent 
to the State penitentiary at Boise for 
10 to 2@ years. He said he was 
Earl Ross. On entering the prison his 
finger prints were taken asa matter of 
routine and a copy of them was sent 
to the National Bureau of Identifica- 
tion at Washington. There, again as 
a matter of routine, the prints were 
classified and turned over to a search- 
er to see if there were duplicates on 
file. The searcher found a duplicate 
set—found that Earl Ross had heen 
‘printed’ when sent to a prison farm 
in Indiana under the name of Earl 
Reed. From the prison farm he had 
escaped, less than a month before the 
holdup murder in St. Louis. 

The National Identification Bureau 
notified the St. Louis police that its 
man was found, and local authorities 
immediately began efforts to bring 
him to trial here 

Earl Reed is one of the many who 
have learned they can change their 
names, but as tong as they have their 
finger prints they are inexorably linked 
with their identities. The penetration 
of his alias illustrates the working 
of a great system which constitutes 
one of the moat effective weapons used 
against criminals. 


HE National Bureau of Iden- 
| tification, operated by the 
Department of Justice, is a 
finger-print clearing house for the 
United States. It has the im- 
pressions of the finger ends of every 
person sent to a penitentiary in this 
country in the last five years, and of 
nearly every person arrested for a fel- 
ony in that time. It receives hundreds 
of finger prints daily from prison and 
police departments. These it clasai- 
fies, files and reports upon if reports 
would be useful. More than 2,500,000 
sets of prints are in its files. Close to 
100 clerks are kept at work on its 
records. 

The system works in this manner: 
Detectives, investigating a series of 
filling-station holdups here, arrest a 
suspect. He is a man of medium 
height and build, about middle age, 
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but partly bald, 
with gray hair and 
a complete set of 
false teeth. Al- 
though he fits in 
a general way the 
description of the 
robber, s0 do 
thousands of 
other men; the 
holdup man wore 
a mask and none of the victims can 
identify him. The suspect says his 


“name is Joseph Brown and he has a 


job. His photograph does not seem to 
be in the rogues’ gallery. 

The police, having reason to  be- 
lieve, from  =information received 
through one of their many underworld 
channels, that Brown is not on the 
“up and up,’ take his finger prints. 
They are classified and the local po- 
lice files are searched for a set of 
duplicates. There are 250,009 sets of 
prints at the St. Louis Police Head- 
quarters, but it can be determined in 
a few minutes whether Brown’s are 
among them. If no prints of the same 
classification are on file, the search 
can be completed within two minutes 


UPPOSE the local files do. not 
Qeootatn Brown's prints. A 


copy of them is made and sent 
to the bureau at Washington. 
On delivery there, they are 
classified by an expert and given 


to a clerk, who searches the records 
for duplicates. If he finds a duplicate 
set and the accompanying record 
shows Brown is wanted some place 
for trial, the bureau notifies the St. 
Louis police by telegraph, telling who 
Brown is, what his misdeeds have 
been and where he is wanted at pres- 
ent. This information is received here 
a few hours after the finger prints

The latter also notifies the city which 
wants Brown. 

If the nationa! 
suspect's prints and record but has no 


bureau has the 
knowledge of his being wanted to 
answer to a crime, it sends informa- 
tion about him to St. Louis by mail. 
which means that the local authorities 
receive it from a few days to a week 
after they sent the finger prints away. 
Whether Brown is wanted or not, the 
bureau adds to its own record of him 
the fact of his arrest in’ St. Louis, and. 
later, the disposition of this case. If 
there is no record of the man in Wasb- 
ington, the bureau there merely puts 
the prints from St. Louis in its files. 

It may be that the local police do

every effort to get evidence to convict 
him of the holdups here, and infor- 
mation given with the identification 
may help them to obtain this evidence.

In a good many cases, of course, a 
finger print record of the suspect is 
found in the local police files. A copy 
of the prints is sent to Washington 
anyway, with a report to be added to 
Brown's record there.

When a 
prisoner enters 
the’ Ohio State 
Penitentiary cop- 
ies of his prints 
are sent to the 
principal cities 
throughout the 
United States. 

Fifteen states 
have central fin- 
ger print bureaus 
of .theilr own. 
Cities in each of 
these send in 
prints to their State bureau, as they 
do to Washington. While a State bu- 
reau, of course, is more limited in 
scope than the national bureau, it 
can give prompter reports. The states 
having this special service are Cali- 
fornia, lowa, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Nebraska, New York, Indiana, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, Utah, Ver- 
mont, Washington, Minnesota and 
Louisiana. 

Identification by finger prfhts has 
been known for centuries but was not 
taken up as a police system until 1901, 
when it was introduced in England, 
Francis Galton, an English scientist, 
having devised a method of classifi- 
cation. 

Lieutenant Richard Joyce, present 
head of the Identification Bureau of 
the St. Louis Police Department, says 
this city was the first in the United 
States to adopt the finger print system. 
It was installed in the local depart- 
ment in 1904 by J. Kenneth Ferrier of 
Scotland Yard, who had come here to 
guard Queen Victoria’s exhibit at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 
Shea at that time was head of the 
Identification Bureau. Joyce began 
his study of the system soon after its 
local installation.

The Henry method of classification 
is the one commonly used in the Unit- 
ed States. It is based on the arrange- 
ment and number of the lines shown in 
finger prints, several types of pattern 
being recognized. The primary classi- 
fication is effected by grouping the 
prints of individual digits in pairs, the 
right thumb and right forefinger form- 
ing the first pair, the right middle and 
right ring fingers the second, the right 
little finger and left thumb the third, 
and so on. Each pair‘has a numerical 
value, #nd the sum of these values is 
a figure with a numerator and de- 
nominator, such as 11—1. Subordi- 
nate classification depends on the pat- 
tern types of the index and middle [in- 
gers, a count of certain lines (ridges) 
on index fingers and a count of lines 
on the little fingers. Whorls, loops 
and arches, with their combinations 
and variations, form the pattern types.

A man 
was standing on the steps. ‘Is your 
father here?’ he asked. I called my 
father, and he came to see what was 
wanted. Our visitor was Ab Grimes, 
for he’d got away again. 


HEY were after him, of 
66 course, and he wanted father 
to hide him. It was im- 
possible to get him out of the 
city then, for all the roads were 
guarded and the Union soldiers were 
on the lookout for him. Father took 
him upstairs, and he stayed with us 
for a few hours. Then he stole 
away. 
“The next morning my father was 
walking along the street when a man 
with dark glasses came up to him and 
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DR. NORMAN BRUCE CARSON. 


said, ‘Good morning, Mr. Carson.’ My 
father said, ‘Good morning, sir,’ but 
it was evident that he didn’t know the 
man. “Don’t you know me?’ asked the 
man with the glasses. My father shook 
his head. ‘Well, you ought to,’ this 
stranger replied, ‘I spent last night 
in your company.’ And he cautiously 
lifted his glasses for a moment and 
there was Ab Grimes. The Union sol- 
diers never did hang him.”’ 

The younger Carson didn’t get to 
the war. He tried to go once, dut his 
plans met with defeat. Later he again 
decided to enlist. He made all ar- 
rangements. But he also made the 
mistake of doing what so many young 
men have done when they contemplate 
‘brave and secret deeds-—he confided 
in his sister. His mother was very ill 
at the time and the young man’s sister 
did not believe it was the proper time 
for Bruce to\be off to the war. His 
mother asked for him. And he re- 


mained at home. . 
“It was just as well I did,’ he says. 


“for the war was nedriy over; the 
Confederacy obviously was already de- 
feated.’’ 

In April-of ‘65 Lee surrendered and 
the war was almost over. Peace, and 
Dr. McDowell’s Medical College be- 
came a medical college again. And 
young Bruce Carson began the study 
of medicine. But not at McDowell's. 
He attended, instead, the St. Louis 
Medical College, also known as Dr. 
Pope’s. It would be a great mistake 
to think that Bruce Carson attended 
Dr. McDowell's College. For in those 
days there was great and bitter rival- 
ry between the institutions, for no 
particular reason at all except that 
they were both medical schools and 
both in the same city. Years later 
McDowell's, or the Missouri Medical 
College, and the school of Dr. Pope 
came together in Washington Univer- 
sity’s medical school. But in the old 
days no one could have contemplated 


such a thing. 
It was not at all unusual for Pope's 


students to in- 
vade the halis of 
McDowell's seat 
of learning and 
set up a din that 
made it impossi- 
ble for the pro- 
fessors to carry 
on with their 
grave lectures. 
Worse, the stu- 
dents of Pope 
at times resorted 
to casting wmis- 
siles through 
open windows. 
And in the inter- 
est of history it 
needs must be re- 
lated that the 
young men of 
McDowell sought 
reprisa) in quite 
a violent form. 

Dr. Carson 
tells of these con- 
flicts with a 
sham elessness 
that is almost ap- 
palling; his eyes 
actually twinkle 
as he tells his 
tales. Even at 
this late date I 
find in him no 
sign of repent- 
ance for his early 
sins. 


Bruce Carson 
received his doc- 
,tor’s degree in 
1868. Then he 
was off to Eu- 
rope for a year of 
study. He re- 
turned to St. 
Louis in 1870. 
His long career 
of surgeon and 
general practi- 
tioner had begun. 
The first hospi- 
tal-like institu- 
tion in St. Louis 
was ae small, 
mud-caulked log 
house at Third 
and Spruce 
streets, built by 
John Mullanphy. 
It was Mullanphy 
Hospital, and it 
functioned more 
than 100 years 
ago. In 1840 it 
was supplanted 
by a brick build- 
ing and from 
time to time en- 
largements were 
made. As a med- 
ical student Car- 
son first entered 
its walls in 1865 
with what he 
says was a good 
deal of fear and 
trembling. 

Dr. Carson 
speedily became 
a figure in his 
profession. Ina 
profession that 
dotes on ethics, 
he was as ethical 
as they made 
them. Some of 
his friends think he almost “leaned 
over backwards.” He would not put 
Doctor upon his calling cards. He 
would not put a shingle upon his 
house, as was 80 generally the cus- 
tom in those days. He was always a 
student, always a man who kept 
abreast of his time, always among the 
first to attempt what was then the 
new surgery. Did he hear of a new 
operation, then he gave the subject the 
most intensive study.

' the spinal column. It is believed he 


was the first man in the city to oper- 
ate upon the gasserian ganglion, at the 
base of the brain, a sensory root of 
a nerve that controls the nerves of 
the face. 

He taught medicine at the old St. 
Louis Medical College and later be- 


came professor of surgery at the 
Washington University School of Med- 
icine. He became chief of staff of the 
St. Louis Mullanphy Hospital. He was 
made president of the St. Louis Sur- 
gical Society and president of the St. 
Louls Medical Society. 

He was tall, slender, wiry, precise. 
He was, if not the dandy, at least 
the well-dressed man. He drove about 
the city in his carriage drawn by two 
fine horses. He once came to have 
for a patient the wife of a man he 
had not looked too kindly upon. She 
was Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant. 

Dr. Carson did his share to set the 
standards of his profession. His high 
professional integrity, his high moral 
sense, became a criterion for the 
younger men who studied under him 
or worked with him. His attention to 
his job, his definite study of each new 
problem, stamped themselves upon the 
minds of those men. They still talk 
about it. 

Fifteen years ago, when a celebra- 
tion was given him at the time of his 
fiftieth anniversary with the St. Louis 
Mullanphy Hospital, he was still on 
the active list. He did not retire until 
several years later. Before he had 
come to his retirement a tremor was 
noticeable in his hand. But his physi- 
clan friends say that once he walked 
into the operating room and grasped 
the knife, his hand became as steady 
as ever it had been. The wood block 
in his hand has much the same effect 
today;

1 am about to reveal information 
that may have been unknown to Dr. 
Carson's former clients. Perhaps these 
good people did not realize that their 
physician was a maker of—well, pies. 
It is said he not only made pies, but 
made excellent pies, that his chicken 
was something not only to be sniffed 
at but to be lustily eaten, and that 
his piece de resistance was trout fresh- 
ly caught in that fisherman's paradise, 
the Nepigon River in Canada, and then 
prepared on the spot—or very near 
the spot. 

An informer relates that this trout 
was seasoned with lemon and tomato, 
wrapped in damp brown paper, and 
then baked beneath the coals of a 
camp fire. My informant, who must 
by all odds remain incognito, has him- 
self partaken of this first of the Doc- 
tor’s dishes, and though he says he is 
a realist, and I have no reason to be- 
lieve him a sentimentalist, a sweet 
albeit sad smile crossed his face as 
he told me of the beauty of this dish 
and a faint nostalgia seem to pervade 
his soul. 

Dr. Carson has been an enthusiastic 
fisherman and hunter from the days 
when as a young man he ventured far 
out into the country—at just about 
the place where he lives today——and 
shot wild turkey. Quail he went after, 
too, though there was not much neces- 
sity of going to the trouble of shoot- 
ing it if you didn’t fancy the sport, 
for then, the Doctor tells, quail sold 
for 10 cents a dozen. 


E FIRST started going to the 
H Nepigon River in the '80s and he 

went there so frequently that an 
island in the river, upon whieh the 
Doctor often camped, is known as Car- 
son's Island. He last visited the Nep- 
igon in 1914. 

Dr. Carson has shot goat and bear 
in the Rockies and caribou in New- 
foundiand. On his caribou hunt he 
shot five of the animals. On the day 
that he got his last, and just after 
he had shot it, he saw another caribou, 
better than any he had brought down, 
one that would have been“easy prey. 
But he wouldn't take it. Five caribou 
were enough, he said. His ethics were 
not confined to medicine. 

Today, though the workshop plays 
an important part in the Doctor’s life, 
it is not his only interest. Reading 
finds a high place; his favorite books 
are those of travel, biography or his- 
tory. He gets up about 8 o'clock 
in the morning, has breakfast, and 
takes a walk. Then to the workshop, 
and after lunch, to the workshop 
again. One day each week he lunches 
with some of his friends. In the eve- 
nings reading has its chance. 

“My doctor,”’ he says, ‘tells me 
that I must not read for more than 
two hours."' He turns his head, looks 
at his interviewer. Dr. Carson pauses 
a moment. “But,” he continues, “I 
don't always do what my doctor tells 
me.”
